EARLY-DAY 
GIANT FOUND 


Prehistoric Man's Skeleton 
Unearthed in Nevada Has 
Tooth Six Inches Long 


(BY A. P NIGHT WIRE! 

RENO Oct. 6.—A box of petri- 
fied bones brought te the Gover- 
nor’s office at Carron City yester- 
day by George Kress. photographer 
for the Highway Department, in- 
dicates the discovery of a skeleton 
of a prehistoric man of gigantic 
size. A nearly complete innomi- 
nate bone, the ball joint of a fe- 
mur together with about a foot 
of the shank and stub of a canine 
tooth three and one-half inches 
long were in the box. Kress said 
he also found a vertebrae measur- 
ing ten inches long. 

The pelvic bone is something 
over a foot wide and seven or 
eight inches thick. The spongy 
process is clearly apparent, but the 
entire nass is turned to stone. The 
leg joint is five and one-half inches 
in diameter and the shank is three 
inches thick. The canine tooth 
is shaped to indicate the original 
length as six inches to ths point 
which it is broken off. : 

The innominate bone in man 
combines several bones of the low- 
er animals c»mpleting the pelvic 
arch and the tact that this speci- 
men is single indicates human or- 
gin. 

The fragments were found near 
Colville on the way to Yosemite 
just across the State line.

OMAHA (Neb.) Oct. 6.—The full text of President Cool- 
idge’s speech to the American Legion delegates here today fol- 


lows: 


It is a high privilege to eit as a 
member of this convention. Those 
who exercise it have been raised 
to the rank of a true nobility. It 
is a mark of persona! merit which 
Aid not come by right of birth but 
by right of conquest. No one can 
ever question your title as patri- 
ots. No one can ever doubt the 
place of affection and honor be 
you hold forevermore in the 
ef the nation.

It is all a glorious story 
of American enterprise and Ameri- 
can valor. 

The magnitude of the service 
which you rendered to your coun- 
try and to humanity is beyond es- 
timation.

In the 
victory which was finally gained by 
you and your foreign comrades, 
you represented on the battle field 
the united efforts of our whole 
people.

We have been attempting to re- 
lieve ourselves and the other na- 
tions from the old theory of com- 
petitive armaments. In spite of all 
the arguments in favor of great 
military ¢orces, no nation ever had 
an army large enough to guaran- 
tee it against attack in time of 
peace or to insure its victory in 
time of war. No nation ever will. 
Peace and security are more likely 
to result from fair and honorable 
dealings and mutual agreements 
for a limitation of armaments 
among nations, than by any at- 
tempt at competition in squadrons 
and battalions. No doubt this 
country could, if it wished to spend 
more money, make a better mili- 
tary force, but that is only part 
of the problem which confronts our 
government. The real question is 
whether spending more money to 
make a better military force would 
really make a better country. I 
would be the last to disparage the 
military art. It is an honorable 
and patriotic calling of the highest 
rank. But I can see no merit in 
any unmecessary expenditure of 
money to hire men to build fleets 
and muskets when interna- 
tional relations and agreements 
permit the turning of such resour- 
ces into the making of good roads, 
the building of better homes, the 
promotion of education, and all the 
other arts of peace which minister 
to the advancement of human wel- 
fare. Happily, the position of our 
country is such among the other 
nations of the world that we have 
been and shall be warranted in 
proceeding in this direction. 

While it is true that we are pay- 
ing out far more money and main- 
taining a much stronger military 
establishment than ever 
because of the conditions stated, 
we have been able to pursue a mod- 
erate course. Our people have had 
all the war, all the taxation, and 
all the military service that they 
want. They have therefore wished 
to emphasize their attachment to 
our ancient policy of peace. They 
have insisted upon economy. They 
have supported 
limitation of armaments. They 
have been able to do this because 
of their position and their strength 
in numbers and in resources, We 
have a tremendous natural power 
which supplements our arms. We 
are conscious that no other nation 
harbors any design to put us in 
jeopardy. It is our purpose in 
our intercourse with foreign pow- 
ers to rely not on the strength of

We have our consti- 
tutions and our laws, our execu- 
tives, our legislatures, and our 
courts, but ultimately we are gov- 
erned by public opinion. Our fore- 
fathers had seen do much of mill- 
tarism, and suffered so much from 
it, that they desired to banish it 
forever. ey believed and de- 
clared in at least one of their State 
constitutions that the military pow- 
er should be subordinate to and 
governed by the civil authority. 
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portant provisions in the prepara- 
tion for national defense is a prop- 
er and sound selective service act. 
Such a law ought to give author- 
~ for a very broad mobilization 
of all the resources of the coun- 
try, both persons and materials. I 
can see some difficulties In the ap- 
plication of the principle, for it 
lis the payment of a higher price 
that stimulates an increased pro- 
duction, but whenever it can be 
done without economic dislocation 
such limits ought to be established 
in time of war as would prevent 
so far as possible all kinds of pro- 
fiteering. There is little defense 
which can be made of a system 
which puts some men in the ranks 
on very small pay and leaves oth- 
ers undisturbed to reap very large 
profits.

One of the most natural of re- 
actions during the war was intol- 
erance. But the inevitable disre- 
gard for the opinions and feelings 
of minorities is none the less a 
disturbing product of war peychol- 
ogy. The slow and difficult ad- 
vances which tolerance and lib- 
eralism have made through long 
periods of development are dis- 
sipated almost in a night when 
the necessary war-time habits of 
thought hold ‘the minds of the 
people. The necessity for a com- 
mon purpose and a united intel- 
lectua! front becomes paramount 
to everything else. But when the 
need for such a solidarity is past 
there should be a quick and gen- 
erous readiness to revert to the 
old and normal habits of thought. 
There should be an intellectual 
demobilization as well as a military 
demobilization. Progress depends 
very largely on the encouragement 
of variety. Whatever tends to 
standardize the community, to 
establish fixed and rigid modes of 
thought, tends to fossilize society. 
If we all believed the same thing 
and thought the same thoughts 
and applied the same valuations 
to all the occurrences about us, 
we should reach a state of gut- 
librium closely akin to an intellec- 
tual and spiritus paralysis. It is 
the ferment of ideas, the clash of 
disagreeing judgments, the priv- 
llege of the individual to develop 
his own thoughts and shape his 
own character, that makes progress 
possible. It is not possible to 
learn mutch from those who uni- 
formly agree with us. t many 
useful things are learned from 
those who disagree with us: and 
even when we can nothing 
our differences are ely to do 
us no harm. 


| INTOLERANCE sEEN 


In this period of after-war 
rigidity, suspicion, and intolerance 
our own country has not been 
exempt from unfortunate experti- 
ences. Thanks to our comparative 
isolation, we have known less of 
the international frictions and 
rivalries than some other countries 
leas fortunately situated. But 
among some of the varying racial, 
religious and social groups of our 
people there have been manifesta- 
tions of an intolerance of opinion, 
a narrowness of outlook, a fixity of 
judgment, against which we may 
well be warned. It is not easy to 
conceive of anything that would 
be more unfortunate in a com- 
munity upon the Ideals of 
which Americans boast than any 
considerable development of m- 
tolerance as regards religion. To 
a great extent this country owes 
its beginnings to the determina- 
tion of our hardy ancestors to

DEFENDS YCUTH 


lowa Man Advocates New 
Religious Standards 


Avers Young People Think 
for Themselves

Predicts Future Schools in 
Smaller Units 


MT. VERNON (Iowa) Oct. 
President Harlan Updegraff of Cor- 
nell (owa) College, whose formu- 
las, worked out as an expert in 
education for the United States 
government, 
of many reforms in the adminis- 
tration and other phases of public- 
school systems, probably is the first 
college president of the country to 
align himeelf publicly on the side 


of youth in ite stand for readjust- 
ments and new standarde in re- 
ligion and education as necessary 
to normal p 
President 
stand in an address before the Lay- 
men's Association of the Upper 
lowa Conference of the Methodist 
church, which was con- 
ducted in Mt. Vernon, Towa, the 
home town of Cornell College.. He 
declared that the young people of 
America” know how to stand on 
their own feet as do the children 
of no other nation, as a result of 
having been taught from the time 
they entered primary schools to 
‘think. for themselves.""” He de- 
clared that the whole purpose of 
“ours, the greatest educational sys- 
tem of the world,” is to develop 
initiative in thought, enterprise 
and ability to meet new situations 
“As @ result of this training,” he 
sald, “youth of today, to a greater 
degree than adults, recognises the 
transition or change from the old 
to the new age, the fact that old 
standards do not longer fit the 
times, and that readjustments are 
necessary.” He admitted that nec- 
essarily the viewpoint of college 
men and women ie different. often, 
from that of other adults, but that 
parents will agree that we are liv- 
ing in changed times and that they, 
“as parents. have been forced to 
make readjustments in dealing with 
youth in contrast to the standards 
under which they lived ten or fit- 
teen years ago.” College men and 
women, however, Dr. Updegraff 
pointed out. are making the read- 
ey necessary, not primarily 
order to yield to yo but in 
order to yield to the normal prog- 
ress of the world. 
“Youth ia demanding, and the 
next generation is going to de- 
mand,” Dr. Updegraff declared and 
predicted, “that ali thinking done 
by scholars in the past shall be in- 
terpreted in the light of the com- 
ratively recent readjustments of 
te. That is, that all that has gone 
into the make-up of the world in 
réligion, in politica in social life 
and everything else, shall be set 
down in such a way that the boy 
or girl in college can get a solution 
of what it is all about and in prop- 
er relation to life as it exists to- 


dent Updegraff also predict- 

ed the breaking up not only of the 
at universities of the country, 
ut the public-schoo! system, into 
mall units, and declared that the 
bélief that this will come to pass 
is shared by many university men.

Eighteen Municipalities

Briefs in the Municipal Court 
and charter-amendment friendly 
test cases now before the State Su- 
preme Court for decision were 
filed here yesterday by Fletcher 
Kimball, counsel for the Southern 
California Bar Association, who 
represented the judges; attorneys 
representing the California League 
of Municipalities and city attor- 
neys from eighteen municipalities 
throughout the State.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6-—Com- 
pleting its study of the 1625 income 
of American taxpayers, the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue announced to- 
night that 7,698,321 individuals 
and 398,933 corporations had filed 
returns for the year, the individ- 
uals contributing $663,651,506, and 
the corporations, $937,106,798 to- 
ward support of the government. 

Preliminary figures on those re- 
turns previously had been made 
public, but the announcement to- 
night covered complete income 
statistics showing that receipt from 
those sources for 1923 represented 
a decrease of $197,406,803 from 
individuals, but an increase of 
$163,330,530 from corporations 
over the preceding year. The num- 
ber of individual taxpayers in- 
creased from 1922 1923 by 910,

Tur GRACIOUS RAIN 

With a gentle and refreshing rain 
Southern California’s wet season opens « 
month earlier than last year, the precipita- 
‘tion being only .14 of an inch short of the 
full October average for the last half cen- 
tury. 

The official weather report describes the 

moisture that fell between the noon hours 
of October 4 and 5 as the first storm of the 
1925-1926 wet season. Yet the rain soaked 
up by the thirsty soil in and around Los 
Angeles at no time reached storm propor- 
tion. From Sunday afternoon to Monday 
morning the floodgates of the heavens were 
open merely wide enough to permit a 
steady and gentle downfall. 
When the soil is dry and loose after the 
Jong summer solstice, should the first rain 
tome in the nature of a storm, it is liable 
to do more harm than good, to wash out 
instead of washing tn. Our first rain this 
#eason has come as a gracious harbinger to 
‘prepare the way for the heavier downpours 
‘that will follow as the months of normal 
wet weather roll around again. 

While the total moisture reached an ap- 
preciable figure—almost a record for the 
first week in October—the manner of it was 
@racious, the approach friendly and the 
promise in every way encouraging. The 
earth drank &s much of the life-giving fluid 
as it could assimilate after its long absti- 
pence. It is now in good fettle to receive 
the copious draughts which—according to

the reasons for confidence are sound. If 


to its development, there are easily discov- 
ered reasons for the faith it has created. 

If development in Arizona has been re 
tarded for lack of confidence and capital, 
the reason therefor is not to be ascribed to 
chance or inattention. 

Aside from the original or the ultimate 
possibilities of the two localities, it seems 
to The Times that Southern California has 
prospered not only because of its natural 
resources, not only because of the farsight- 
edness and financial genius of many of its 
citizens, but because of the disposition of 
its citizenship and of its government and 
laws to invite, encourage and sustain legiti- 
mate enterprise and industry. 

In Arizona, unfortunately, the contrary 
has been true to a large extent. With the 
exception of a comparatively brief period, 
that State, since its admission to the Union, 
has been in the grip of an unintelligent po- 
litical machine headed by the eccentric and 
politically irresponsible demagogue, George 
W. P. Hunt, Governor. 

Gov. Hunt believes in Gov. Hunt, works 
for Gov. Hunt and on any and all occasions 
applauds the purposes, abilities and accom- 
plishments of Gov. Hunt. His regime has 
been marked by consistent and unremitting 
efforts to build up and maintain his own 
political organization, which has never hes- 
itated to attack and harass either private 
| individuals of business enterprises in con- 
ict with the Hunt clique. 

The consequent conditions of governmen- 
tal whimsicality and instability, economic 
uncertainties and legislative absurdities 
Dave not been calculated to induce an ex- 
tensive investment of capital in new enter- 

nor have these conditions reacted 
beneficially upon established industrial and 
business institutions. 

Arizona's rich lands and great mineral 
wealth eventually will have sufficient cap 
ital for their full development, but not unfil 
confidence has been established through the 
introduction of a State administration ca- 
pable of understanding the basic relation- 
ship between good business and good gov- 
ernment. 

Southern California itself might still le 
empty and unexplored if this fertile, thriv- 
ing land had bad the blighting hand of a 
Hunt to guide its destinies. 


EPUDIATED PROMISES 

If diplomatists have learned one thing 
more than another as a result of the war 
doubtless it is that slogans are dangerous. 
They often have a boomerang effect little 
anticipated in advance. Perhaps the most 
notorious instance of a slogan gone wild is 
the famous “self-determination” pronounce- 
ment. During war time, when immediate 
results, irrespective of the methods em- 
ployed, were of primary importance, this 
slogan was used with much success. While 
the promisers very often had ho thought 
beyond the exigencies of the moment, the 
promised, unfortunately, more generally ac- 
cepted the term at its face value. And 
much of the world’s misery during the past 
six years can be traced directly to hopes 
thus falsely raised. 


A littleknown case, but one which holds 
great potentialities for future mischief, is 
the repudiated promise of independence 
given to the Palestinian Arabs. In 1915 the 
British High Commissioner for Egypt, Sir 
Henry MacMahon, acting under instructions 
from the British Foreign Office, assured 
Hussein, Sharif of Mecca, that, in the event 
of an Arab revolt against the Turks, an in- 
dependent Arab state should be set up after 
the war. The Arabs revolted and in due 
course achieved their independence—all but 
those of Palestine; in the interim other 
plans had heen made for that historic land. 

The Jews, for centuries a race without 
a country, had long hoped to establish in 
Palestine a national home. To this end the 
Zionist organization, an international asso- 
ciation composed of wealthy and infivential 
Jews, bad been formed. And it was due 
to the activities of this organization that 
Palestine was excluded from the Arab state. 
The Zionists and the British government 
worked in close harmony from the start: 
and in November, 1917, Lord Balfour made 
his now famous announcement that Pales-

capable statesman has not in any way les 
sened Arab resentment. By way of protest, 
the latter, who comprise about 90 per cent 
of the population, have refused to co-operate 
in any way with the administration. Thus 
the conduct of affairs has been left prac 
tically entirely in the hands of the Jewish 
minority, backed, of course, by British 
troops and aircraft. 

It is possible to sympathize with Jewish 
aspirations for a national home and still to 
regret that in order to accomplish such an 
end it should have been deemed advisable 
to work an injustice upon the many for the 
benefit of the few. But this, distressing us 
it is, is probably not the most serious fea- 
ture. So long as such a condition exists 
Palestine must remain one of the tinder 
spots of the world. Morocco, Egypt, China, 
Palestine—the record is very much the same 
in each case; and until sincerity marks the 
attitude of European powers toward these 
and other peoples similarly situated there 
can be no such thing as world peace, nor 
even the prospect of peace.

An offer of 200 acres of land to 


the city of Toledo, O., to be de- 
veloped as a public park, has been 


made by A. K. Detwiler, owner of 


the Detwiler Buliding in Los An- 


eles, and his two brothers, it was 


learned yesterday in dispatches 
from the Ohio city.

board of trustees. Nine members 
of the official board of twenty, it 
is said, were in the faction opposed 
to Dr. wards, which met to- 
night. This faction, it is estimated, 
comprised a majority of the con- 
gregation.
